might, on this Occaſion, take Notice, 
that ſeveral learned Men, who have been 
well acquainted with the Structure of a 
human Body, have recommended, as a ſa- 
- Jutary Amuſement to a Reader, ſuch Pie- 
ces as entertain the Imagination with agree- 
able and ſurprifing Ideas. The incompara- 
ble Lord Bacon is extremely favorable to 
fuch Productions, and ranks them among 
thoſe Recreations, which careſs the- Mind 
with pleaſing Enjoyments, and give the 
Spirits a ſprightly Flow thro* the animal 
CEconomy 3 by which Means the vital 
Functions are preſerved from the Languors 
and Interruptions they receive from diſa- 
greeable Perceptions, or immoderate Atten- 
tiveneſs to more elaborate Reſearches. 


It is a known Fact, that the admirable 


Monſieur Bayle, and our immortal Milton, 
frequently left the regular Walks of their 
more laborious and learned Studies, to 
wander in the florid Wilds of Romance ; 
where they enjoyed an eaſy Relaxation 
from more abſtruſe and impairing Atten- 
tions, and never received the feat * 
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that inchanted Ground : And therefore, the 
Proprietors of this Tranſlation flatter them- 
ſelves, that their fair Readers in particu- 
lar, who, in the fine Seaſons, adorn the 
Mall with the lovelieſt Objects on Earth, 
will not be diſpleaſed with the Magic 
Groves and Lawns of Peru. 
It may not be improper to conclude this 
Preface, with ſome Account of the famous 
Mango Copac, who is ſo often mentioned 
in the following Sheets, and is the reputed 
Founder and Legiſlator of the once flou- 
riſhing Empire of the Lucas in Peru. My 
Obſervations ſhall be chiefly extracted from 
an illuſtrious Author of our own Country, 
whoſe inimitable Writings will be an Ho- 
nour to Great Britain, as long as Learning 
and Politeneſs are in any Repute ®, 
The Kingdom of Peru deduced its 
Original from their Great Heroes, Mango 
Copac, and his Wife and Siſter Coya Mama, 
who were ſaid to have farſt appeared in that 
Country, near a mighty Lake, which is 
{till facred on that Account. | 
Before this Time the Inhabitants are 
reported to have lived like the Beaſts a- 
mong them, without any Traces of Or- 
der, Law, or Religion; without Cloath- 
ing, or any Habitations but Rocks, Caves, 
and Trees, to ſecure them from wild Beaſts, 
or 
® Sir Milias Temple (in bis Eſſay on Hereic Virtae.) 
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or on the Tops of Hills, if they were in 
Fear of fierce Neighbours. When Mango 
Copac, and his Siſter, came firſt into theſe 
naked and ſavage Lands, as they were Per- 
ſons of excellent Shape and Beauty, fo 
they were adorned with ſuch Cloaths, as 
were afterwards the uſual Habit of the In- 
cas, by which Name they called themſelves. 
They told th: People, who firſt came a- 
bout them, that they were the Children of 
the Sun, who had ſent them down, in 
Pity to Mankind, to reclaim them from 
their beſtial Lives, and to inſtrutt them 
how to live happily and ſafely, by obſery- 
ing ſuch Laws as their Father, the Sun, 
had commanded theſe his Offspring to teach 
them. The great Rule they firſt inculca- 
ted was, that every Man ſhould live accor- 
ding to Reaſon, and conſequently neither 
ſay nor do any thing to others, that they 
were not willing others ſhould ſay or do to 
them; and this was the great Principle of 
all their Morality. In the next Place, that 
they ſhould worſhip the Sun, who took Care 
of the whole World, gave Life to all Crea- 
tures, and made the Plants grow, and the 
Herbs fit for Food to maintain them. Af- 
ter this, they taught the Arts moſt neceſſa- 
ry for Life: Mango Copac inſtructed them 
how to ſow Mayz, or the common Indias 
Grain; to build Houſes againſt Inclemen- 
ee on | CAA 
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cies of Air, and wild Beaſts; to diſtinguiſh 
themſelves, by Wedlock, into Families; 
to cover the Shame of Nakedneſs with 
Cloaths, and to tame and nouriſh ſuch 
Creatures as might be of common Uſe 


and Suſtenance. Copa Mama taught the 
Women to ſpin and weave Cotton, and 


certain coarſe Wools of ſome Beaſts among 


With theſe Inſtructions and Inventions, 


they were ſo much believed in all they fad, 


and adored for the general Utility they diſ- 


penſed, that they were followed by Numbers. 
of People, and obeyed like Children of the 


Sun. Mango Copac had in his Hand a Rod 
of Gold, and faid, he had received it from 


his Father the Sun, who ordered him, 


when he travelled Nortbward from the 
Lake, to ſtrike this Rod into the Ground, 
and where, at the firſt Stroke, it ſhould 


| fink to the very Top, he ſhould build a 
Temple to the Sun, and fix the Seat of 


his Government. MM 
This happened to be in the Vale of Cuſco, 


where he founded that City, which was the 


Capital of the great Kingdom of Peru. 

ere he divided his Company into two 
Colonies, or Plantations, and began to be 
Lawgiver to them : In each of theſe were, 


at firſt, a thouſand Families, which he 


cauſed to be regiſtred, with the "— 
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He inſtituted Decurions, thro? both theſe 
Colonies ; that. is, one over every ten Fa- 
milies, another over Fifty, a third over a 
Hundred, a fourth over Five Hundred, 
and a fifth over a Thouſand ; and to this 
laſt Officer they gave the Name of Curaca, 
or Governor. Every Decurion was a Pa- 
tron and Judge in ſmall Controverſies, a- 
mong thoſe under his Charge, and took 
Care that every one cloathed themſelves 
according to the Orders given them by the 
cas from the Sun: One of which was, 
that none, who could work, ſhould be 
idle, more than to reſt after Labor; and 
that thoſe who could not work, thro' Age, 
Sickneſs, or Invalidity, ſhould be main- 
tained by the Induſtry of others. Theſe 
Regulations were ſo much obſerved, that, in 
the whole Empire of Pers, and during the 
long Race of the 7ncas, no Beggar was ever 
| Known, and no Woman ever went to ſee a 
* Neighbour without her Work in her Hand, 
which ſhe followed all the Time of the Vi- 
fit. 5 
Every Colony had one ſupreme Judge, 
to whom the lower Decurions remitted great 
and difficult Caſes, or to whom the Cri- 
minals, in ſuch Caſes, appealed. But & 
very Decurion, who concealed any Crime 
| of thoſe under his Charge, above a Day 
end a Night, became guilty of it _ 


oy 
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MA liable to the ſame Puniſhment. There 
were Laws likewiſe againſt Theft, Muti- 
lations, Murders, Diſobedience to Officers, 
and Adulteries; for every Man was to have 
one lawful Wife, but had the Liberty of 
keeping other Women as he could. 
There is no Doubt but that which cons 
kributed much to this great Order in the 
State, was the Diſuſe of other Poſſeſſions 
than what was neceſſary to Life, and the 
eminent Virtue of their firſt great Hero 
or Legiſlator, which ſeemed to be intailed 
upon their whole Race; ſo that it is re- 
ported among the Peruvians, that no true 
Zuca was ever found guilty, or puniſhed for 
any Crime; and it is certain, no Govern- 
ment was ever eſtabliſned, and continued, 
by greater Examples of Virtue and Seve- 
rity, nor any ever gave greater Teſtimo- 
nies, than the Tucas, of an excellent Inſti- 
tution, by Progreſſes, both in the Propa- 
_ gation and Extent of Empire, in Force 
and Plenty, in Greatneſs and Magnificence 
of Temples, Palaces, High-ways, Bridges, 
and all Proviſions neceſſary. to common 
Eaſe, Safety, and Utility of human Life: 
So as ſeveral of the Jeſuits, and particu- 
larly Acoſta, prefer the Civil Conſtitutions 
of Mango Copac, before thoſe of Lycurgus, 
| Numa, Solon, or any other * 
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celebrated in the more known Parts of the 

World. : 3 
| The reigning Zuca, was called Cupa 74 

ca, which the Spaniards interpret, Solo Sen- 
nor, or Only Lord. He always married 
the firſt of his Female Kindred, either 
Siſter, Niece, or Couſin, to preſerve the 
Line as pure as poſſible. Once in two 
Years, he aſſembled all the unmarried u- 
tas, Men above Twenty, and Women a- 
bove Sixteen Years of Age, and there, in 
Public, married all ſuch as he thought fit. 
The ſame was done among the Vulgar, by 
the Curaca of each People. 

Every Family, at their Time of Meals, 
eat with their Doors open, that all might 
ke their Temperance and Order. 

By ſuch Laws as theſe, Mango Copac 
firſt ſettled his Kingdom in the Colonies of 
Cuſco, which, in Time, multiplied into 
many others, by the willing Confluence of 
feveral Nations, allured by the Divine Au- 
thority of his Orders. The Sweetneſs and 
Clemency of his Reign, and the Felicity 
of all who lived under it, and, indeed, 
the whole Government of this Race of 
the 27:cas, was rather like that of a tender 
Father over his Children, than of a Lord 
over Slaves or Subjects. By which they 
came to be fo adored, that it was like 
Sacrilege for any common Perſon ſo much

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as to touch the Iuca without his Permiſſion. 
After the Extent of his King — 
great Territories round Cuſco, — 
aſſembled all his Curacas, and 112 
his Father, the Sun, had commanded him 
to propagate his Inſtitutions as far as he 
was able, for the Happineſs of Mankind ; 
and, for chat Purpoſe, to go with armed 
Troops to thoſe remoter Parts, which had 


* Hot yet received them, and to reduce them 


to their Obſervance, That the Sun had 
commanded - him not to hurt or offend 
any who would ſubmit to him, and ac- 
cept of the Happineſs offered by ſuch di- 
vine Bounty; but to diſtreſs only ſuch as 
refuſed, without killing any who did not 
aſſail them, and then to do it juſtly in their 
own Defenſe. 

For this Deſign, he aſſembled Troops 
of Men, armed both with offenſive, and 
chiefly defenſive Weapons; and wich this, 
and other ſuch Armies, he reduced many 
new Territories under his Empire, decla- 
ring to every People he approached, the 
ſame Things he firſt imparted to thoſe who 
came about him near the great Lake. Thoſe 
who ſubmitted, enjoyed the fame Right 
with the reſt of his Subjects; thoſe who 
refuſed, were diſtreſſed by his Forces, till 
they were neceſſitated to comply with his 
Orders.

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By theſe Methods, joined with the Im 
of ſuch heroic Virtues, and by the 


h of his Reign, he fo far extended 
— as to divide them into four 


Provinces, over each of which he appointed 
an Tura to be Viceroy (having many Sons 
grown fit to command) and in each of 
them eſtabliſhed three ſupream Councils; 
the firſt of Juſtice, the ſecond of War, 
and the third of the Revenue ; of which 
an Jaca was likewiſe Prefident, which con- 
tinued ever after. 

* Art the End of a long and adored Reign, 
Mango Copac fell into the laſt Period of 
his Life; upon the Approach whereof, he 
called er his Children and Grandchil- 
dren, with his eldeſt Son, to whom he left 

his Kingdom; and told them, he was go- 
ing to repoſe himſelf with his Father, the 

Sun, from whom he came; that he adviſed 

and charged them all to purſue the Paths 
of Reaſon and Virtue, which he had taught 

them, till they followed him the ſame 
Journey; that by this Courſe only, they 
would prove themſelves to be true Sons of 
the Sun, and be, as fuch, honoured and 
eſteemed. He gave the ſame Charge, more 
eſpecially, and more earneſtly, to the Dica 
his Succe ſor, and commanded him to go- 
vern his People according to his Example, 
and the Precept he had received . the

the Poor; and when he, the Prince, ſhould 
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Sun; and ever to conduct himſelf with Juſ- 


tice, Mercy, Piety, Clemency, and Careof

by a great River; and on the South, with 
another, which ſeparates it from the Pro- 
vince of Chili, that reaches to the Straits 
of Magellan. 
I will not ſay any thing of the Greatneſs, 
Magnificence and Riches of their Buildings, 
their Palaces and Temples, eſpecially thoſe 
of the Sun; of the Splendor of their Court,

Grandeur, will mention only two of their 
Highways, whereof one was five hundred

Empire of 
eru being thus eſtabliſned, Mango Copac 
gradually extended the Bounds of his Do- 
minions, and, at the ſame Time, taught 
the Barbarians around him Tillage, and 
gave them excellent Precepts for the Regu- 
lation of their Lives. He influenced them 
by the Efficacy of Perſuaſion, rather than 
the Force of Arms, to renounce their Idols, 
and adore the Sun: In a Word, his Suc- 
ceſſors, conducting themſelves by the fame 
777»; . HA Prins. 
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Principles, with Reſpe& to ſeveral other 
Nations, the Empire of the Zucas increa- 


ſed to ſuch a Degree, that it roſe to all the 


Grandeur and Power which Hiſtorians 
have aſcribed to it. 

One of the Deſcendants of thoſe firſt 
Kings of Peru, was called the 7uca Tabu- 
arbuacac, * a Name which ſignifies, He 
who <weeps Blood. He received this Ap-

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Degree, that he was under great Appre- 
henſions that the Sun, his Fails, would af- 
flict him with ſome ſevere Inſtance of his 
Diſpleaſure; and therefore he contented him- 
ſelf with making a 1 Progreſs to 
different Parts of his Kingdom, raiſing 
magnificent Structures, and repairing Ca- 
nals, Aquæducts, Palaces, publick Maga- 
zines, Fountains, Bridges and Cauſeways: 
And when, at laſt, he determined to per- 


form ſome military Exploits, his only Mo- 
tive to ſuch a Reſolution, was the Ho 


of eſcaping the diſhonourable Character of 
Indolence and Puſillanimity, and that he 
reproached, for being the on 
Inca who had neglected the Enlargement 


of his Empire. 


The Tuca Mayta, * his Brother, was in- 


truſted, by him, with the Conduct of the in- 
| tended Expedition; and the Event ſucceed- | 


ed to his Wiſh: But the fortunate Progreſs 
of the Monarch's Arms, had no Power to 
he received from 
his inauſpicious Name; befides which, he 
was perpetually tormented with domeſtick 
Vexations. Theſe latter were chiefly cre- 


ated by the diſorderly Conduct, and una- 


miable 
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miable Qualities, of his eldeſt Son, whom 
the Laws deſtin'd for his Succeſſor in the 
Empire. This Prince was every Moment 
giving new Proofs of a ſavage and untract- 
able Diſpoſition: In his very Infancy, he 
had made it evident, that his ſole Delight 
conſiſted in tormenting not only the Slaves 
and People who ſerved him, but even the 
Princes themſelves, whoſe Rank was ſub-. 
ordinate to his own. In his Youth, he 
ſeemed to breathe nothing but Violence - 
and Blood. In vain did the 7zca, his Fa- 
ther, uſe all poſſible Endeavours to reform 
and ſoften his unlovely Temper ; all his 
Cares were ineffectual: In vain did he la- 
bour to point his Son's View to the Ex- 
amples of Wiſdom and Moderation which 
his Anceſtors had left behind them; every 
Day preſented the King with ſome new 
Inſtance of Barbarity in the Actions of his 
Son. Reſentments and Threats were all 
unavailing; the Prince continued to pro- 
ceed in his own Track: And his vicious 
Inclinations being now grown habitual, | 
changed, into Poiſon, all the Remedies that 
were employed to cure the Indiſpoſition of 
Severity became, at laſt, the only Ex- 
pedient from whence any Benefit could be

His 
Duty to his Father, and the Obligations 
exacted from him by Religion, made ut 
a feeble Oppoſition to the glowing Sallies 
of a young Man, who, till that Inſtant, had 
never known any Law but the Impetuoſity 
of his Deſires. As he found himſelf ena- 
moured to Diſtraction, he approached the 
Seleft Virgin, and had the Preſumption to 
acquaint her with his Paſſion. But the La- 
dy, whoſe Modeſty and Virtue were equal 
to the Charms of her Perſon, only anſwer- 
ed him with an Aſpect of Severity, —

All Mankind were debarred their Si 
and Converſation ; and none but the Coys, that is to ſay, 
the Neem. and her Daughters, ever entered their 
Houſe : For tho' the uc, in the Quality of King, had 
this Prerogative ; he abſtained from exerring it, leſt any 
ſhould have the Temerity to follow his Example. Burt in 
. ſeveral Parts of the Empire there were other Manſions of 
Select Virgins, that gave Reception, i —_ 
Sorts of young Maids, whether they were of the Royal 
Blood, or not; or whether they were Baſtards, or Legi- 
or even born of Strangers. Theſe were deſtin d 
to be the Daughters of the Sun, or Miſtreſſes to the Thc s ; 
and it is one of theſe our Hiſtory now treats of. 
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of diſconcerting any Man who had not re- 
nounced every Impreſſion of Humanity. 

This Air of Reſentment did but add 
Flame to the Prince's criminal Deſires ; 
and he meditated how to gratify them at 
any Event.

They acknowledged, in- 
deed, that a firſt Offence might be par- 
doned ; but at the fame Time maintained, 
that as the Prince, inſtead of reforming 
his irregular Behaviour, ſuffered himſelf ro 


be daily abandoned to new Exceſſes, his 


Life could not have too ſhort a Duration, 
leſt the Number and Enormity of his 
Crimes ſhould draw down the Diſpleaſure 
of the Sun upon the Family of the Tucas, 
and the whole Empire. 
The Elders in the Aſſembly, who fore- 
ſaw the fatal Conſequences that might at- 
LD, tend 
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tend the Death of the Prince, demanded 
of the young Tucas, If they were certain 
to find one Man in all the Kingdom, bold 
enough to plunge his Dagger in the Heart 
of their Monarch's Son? And ſhould they 
happen to meet with fuch a Perſon, could 
undertake to appeaſe the Sedition ſuch 
a Puniſhment would infallibly raiſe among 
the People? No, Sire, added they, let 


4 us not flatter ourſelves with the Poſſibi- 


„ lity of finding, among all your Subjects, 
4% any Man who will preſume to ſtretch

He made her ſeveral conſiderable Preſents; 
and, ſome Time afterwards, gave her in 
Marriage to the Governor of the Province 
of Chuncuri: But the Governeſs, who, by 
an infamous Treachery, had proftituted 
the Daughter of the Sun, was ſentenced 
to be buried alive. 

The Prince (for the Name he aſſumed 
in his Exile was unknown) was baniſhed to

leaſure. As ſuch Menaces admitted of no 
. Reply, the Prince returned to re- aſſume 
his paſtoral Charge, in the Park of Chitta, 
where he continued three Months. 
| However, the Tuca's Brothers and Un- 
cles who were generally near his Perſon, 
fancied they diſcovered ſomething myſteri- 


ous in the Prince's Relation. They were 


too much addicted to Superſtition, and

de a Provocation offered to the Juca Vira- 
cocha his Brother; in ſhort, it would accu- 
mulate one Crime on the Guilt of another. 
Notwithſtanding the Solidity of this 
Advice, the Zuca was exaſperated againſt 
his Son, to ſuch a Degree as made him inca- 


poable of complying with the Councils of 


his Relations. He aſſured them it would 
be. the greateſt Weakneſs to. regard the 
Diſcourſe of a Libertine Wretch, who, 
inſtead of rendering himſelf worthy of his 
Father's Favour, by a Reformation of his 
diſorderly Conduct, was daily launching 
into new Exceſſes: This laſt Proceed- 
« ing, continued be, 1s alone, ſufficient to 
«© induce me to diſinherit him, and I am 
« now come to that Reſolution. In a 
4 little Time, I will chuſe one of his Bro-

« reaſonable to ſuffer a ſenceleſs Wretch 
« to ruin, in a Moment, all the glorious

to prevent a Calamity like this, than to 
« regard the Dreams of a raſh Criminal“. 
The Tuca finiſhed his Diſcourſe with in- 
Joining 
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Joining his Relations to mention this Af- 
fair no more, becauſe nothing. could be 
more diſpleaſing to him, than to hear any 
Mention of ſuch a Son. 
About three Months after the Phantom 
had made its Appearance, a confuſed Re- 
port was ſpread of the Inſurrection of the 
rovinces of Chinchaſugu, beyond Atabu- 
alla, which is forty Leagues Northward 
of Cuſco. The Tydings were, however, 
uncertain, for it was impoſſible to

But at laſt they were fully informed by a 
third Account, that the Nations known 
by the Names of Chancas, Uramarcas, Vill- 
cas, Ultuſullas, Hanco-Huallas, and others, 


Xahuarhuacac, after

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were revolted, and had put to Death the 
Governors whom the King had eſtabliſhed 
over them, and that they were marching, 
to beſiege the City of Cuſco, with an Army 
of above forty thouſand Men.

They always retained an Averſion 
to their Sovereigns, and only waited for 
an Opportunity to make it a with 
Effect. They now thought the favoura- 
ble Moment appeared, in the Reign of 
the Luca Tabuarbuacac; and were ſenſible, 
that warlike Abilities were the leaſt Part 
of this Prince's Character; that his Name 
kept him in Alarms ; that the 
reproachful Conduct of his Son, the Nuca 
Viracocba, conſtantly perplexed him to the 
greateſt Degree; and that he had even 
proceeded to diſgrace that Prince. Theſe 
were the Motives that induced them to aſ- 
ſemble, with all 
much Privacy as poſſible, in Hopes of ſur. 
priſing the Jica in Cuſco. Three Brothers, 
the principal Curacas of three great Pro- 
vinces, in the Nationcalled Chanca, were 
the Authors of the Revolt. The firſt, 
whoſe Name was Hanco Hualla, was a

Expedition, and with as 
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pony Gentleman about fix and twenty 
ears of Age, and was created General 
of the Army. The ſecond was called 
Tumay Huaraca ; and the third, Aftu Hu- 
araca.

Nothing could equal the Surpriſe and 


Confuſion of the 7nca Yahuarbuacac, when 


he heard the Enemies were on their March. 


He could not perſuade himſelf, that they 


were in a Condition to revolt: For ſince 
the Reign of the 7nca Mango Copac, to his 
own, none of the Provinces conquered b 

his Predeceſſors, had rebelled. This falſe 
Security had prevented him from uſing the 
Precautions neceflary to allay the Storm; 
ſo that he ſaw himſclf incapable of oppoſ- 
ing his Foes. He had no ſufficient Time 
to raiſe Forces, and the City of Cu/co was 
deſtitute of a competent Garriſon to defend 


It. 

In this Extremity, the Juca reſolved to 
ive Way to the Fury of the Rebels, till 
be had received ſuch Succours as might 
enable him to face them. To accompliſh 
this, he propoſed to retire to Collafuyu, 
where, at leaſt, he might preſerve his Life, 
for he depended on the Fidelity of the 
Inhabitants of that Province. ith this 
Intention, he departed from the Capital 
of his Empire, only attended by 1 few 
. | | (ACAS > 
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icas; but he advanced no farther than 
the Paſs of Muyna, fix Leagues from Cuf- 
co, and there diſcontinued his Progreſs, 
that he might be more eaſily informed of 
the Enemy's Deſigns. Res 

In the Mean Time, the City of Cy/co was 
in the utmoſt Conſternation after the King's 
Retreat. All the Inhabitants were ſenſi- 
ble of the Danger; and there was no Chief 
who preſumed either to ſpeak his Senti- 
ments, or undertake their Defence. The 
People, to prevent the Calamities that 
threatened them, fled from all Parts, in 
Search of ſome Place to which they might 
ſafely retire. Chance conducted ſome of 
them to the Prince Viracocha: They in- 
formed him of the Rebellion of the Inha- 
bitants of Chinchaſuyu, and the Retreat 
of the Luca his Father; who was in no 
Capacity to reſiſt his Enemies, and prevent 
the Deſolation of his Capital. 

The Prince was ſenſibly affected with 
theſe melancholy Tydings, and thought 
it incumbent on him to uſe ſome Expe- 
dient to avert the Miſeries that threatened 
the Empire. He diſpatched, to ſeveral 
Parts, the Inhabitants of Cuſco who had 
found him in his Solitude; and ſent away 
ſeveral Shepherds who accompanied him, 
with Orders to animate all the Indians

capable of providing: After which, he 


bent his Courſe towards Muyna, where 7

He preſented himſelf before the Tuca, 
covered with Sweat and Duſt, and graſp- 
ing a Spear in his Hand. My Lord, /aid 


he, approaching to bim, is it poſſible, then, 


that the Monarch of this Empire ſhould 
be moved by the falſe or real Tydings of 


the Rebellion of a few Vaſlals, to aban- ; 


don his City and Palace, and fly from a 


People he never beheld? Can you patient- 
I y ſuffer the Houſe of the Sun your Father, 


to be defenceleſs, and expoſed to the 
Power of the Enemy? Can you permit 
it to be profaned by Barbarians, and leave 
them to renew the Abominations your glo- 
rious Anceſtors have aboliſhed? Can you 
allow them to ſacrifice Men, Women and 

Children, and commit the moſt enormous 
« Sacrileges, in that ſacred Place? But if 


you can bear ſuch Inſults as theſe, what 


Account will you render of the Virgins 
How ſhall they

conſecrated to the Sun? 
preſerve that Chaſtity to wh 
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devoted? What can hinder them from 
being Victims to the Brutality of the 
hoſtile Soldiers? Should the Deſire of 
prolonging our Lives a few Days, prompr 
us to conſent to ſuch Calamities? Permit 
them who will! For my Part, I will con- 
front the Enemy ; and ſooner be hewed in 


a thouſand Pieces, than ever ſuffer them to 


enter Cuſco. I cannot be an indolent Spec- 
tator of the Cruelties and Abominations 
thoſe Barbarians will commit in the Capital- 
of this Empire, founded by the God of Day 
and his Deſcendants. Let all who intereſt 
themſelves in the Glory of our Parent the 
Sun, follow me. If with their Aſſiſtance 
I cannot chaſe away the Foe, I will, at leaſt, 
teach them to end their Lives by an ho- 


nourable Death. | 


He did not ſtay for the King's Anſwer ; 
but, without taking any Refreſhment, imme- 
diately marched towards Cy/co : However, 
he had the Satisfaction to obſerve, that his 
Diſcourſe had awakened the Courage of the 
Bucas of the Blood Royal, who accom- 
panied the King in his Retreat. They fol- 
lowed him, to the Number of above Five 
Thouſand ; and none but ſome aged Men, 


1 who were uſeleſs in War, remained with 


the Tuca. T his little Army was, likewiſe, 
reinforced, in their March, by Multitudes 
C2 who 
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who had abandoned the City of Cuſco. As 
ſoon as it was known that the Prince Vira- 
cocha reſolved ro defend the Capital of the 
Empire, and the Houſe of the Sun, one 
might behold them returning with Emula- 
tion; at the ſame Time promiſing to ſa- 
crifice their Lives, rather than forſake their 
Prince. GO. | 
As there was no Time to be loſt, the 
Zuca Viracocha ordered all thoſe who had 


Joined him, to follow with the utmoſt Ex- 


pedition 3 and thus, inſtead of making any 


Stay at Cuſco, he took the Road of Chinca- 
 fuyu, thro' which he knew the Enemy was 


marching : And this he did, in order to 
throw himſelf between their Army and the 


City. He intended to attack them, not- 
' withſtanding the Inequality of his Forces; 


and to die gallantly, rather than behold * 
the Houſe of the Sun profaned by Bar- 
ban. 
He halted in a r Plain, half a 
League to the North of the City; and 
his Army then conſiſted of Eight Thouſand 
Men, who were all determined to conquer, 
or fall with their Prince. They were, there, 
informed, that the Enemies were nine or 


ten Leagues from Cuſco, and had paſſed 
the great River Apurimac; but, at the

different Nature: For the Prince received 
Intelligence, that conſiderable Succours were 
ſent to him from the Province of Cantiſuyu ; 
and that a Body of, about, Twenty Thou- 
ſand Men, compoſed of the Nations known | 
by the Name of Quechuas, Cotopampas, 
Cotaneras, Aymaras, and others, were 
marching to join him. | 
Notwithſtanding the Precautions the Ene- 
my had uſed to conceal their Rebellion, the 
Quechuas, and other neighbouring Nations, 
had diſcovered jt: But as they believed 
they had not ſufficient Time to acquaint 
the Muca with theſe Tranſactions, and re- 
ceive his Orders, they, of their own Ac- 
cord, formed an Army of all the Forces 
they could afſemble. Theſe People had 
voluntarily ſubmitted to the Empire of the 
Zuca Copac Tupanqui. Their Zeal for the 
publick Welfare, the Conſideration of their 
own Intereſt, and the Apprehenſions of 
falling under the Tyranny of the Chancas, 
to whom they were mortal Enemies, 
animated them to have Recourſe to 
Arms. CE 
The Yaca Viracocha conſidered this E- 
vent, as an Effect of the Promiſe of his 
Uncle Viracocha, who appeared to him in 
the Park of Chitia; and took Occaſion 
from it to exhort his People to be coura- 
gious, becauſe their Intereſt was eſpouſed 
| Sy by 
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by a God, who had already ſent them a 
powerful Aſſiſtance, and intended to com- 
bat at the Head of the Army. By this 
Diſcourſe he animated his Soldiers to 
ſuch a Degree, that there was not one 
_ did not look upon a Victory as infal- 
ible. 

During theſe Tranſactions, the Succours, 
that were impatiently expected, joined the 
Army; and the Prince received them with 
the greateſt Demonſtrations of Joy: But 
his Careſſes were chiefly paid to the Cura- 
cas of each Nation, and their Leaders; he 
applauded their Fidelity, and promiſed the 
Soldiers to recompenſe the ſignal Service 
they had rendered him on this important 
Occaſion. 

After the Curacas had adored their Luca 
Viracocha, they acquainted him, that, in 
order to come to his Aſſiſtance with the 
greater Expedition, they had left Five 
Thouſand Men, two Days March from 
thence. The 77zca, upon this Information, 
held a Council of War with his Kindred ; 
and it was there reſolved, that the Cura- 
cas ſhould be ordered to acquaint the Aux- 
iliary Troops, by an Expreſs, of all that 
had paſſed ; and direct them to haſten their 
March to certain Eminences in the Neigh- 
bourhood, where they ſhould form an Am- 


buſcade, } 
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buſcade, and obſerve the Motions of the 
Enemy. It was added, that if the Rebel 
Army ſeemed diſpoſed for Battle, thoſe 
Troops ſhould watch the proper Time to 
charge them in the Rear, whulſt the 7nca, 
and his Allies, attacked them in the 
Front; but if they did not ſee the Ar- 
mies engaged, they ſhould continue in 
their Ambuſcade, and be perpetually upon 
their Guard. : 

Two Days after theſe new Succours had 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Situations point- 
ed out to them, the Van-Guard of the 
Enemy was diſcovered on a riſing Ground, 
near Rimac Tampu For, being informed 
that the Tnca Viracocha was fix 1 
trom them, they continued their March, 
and ordered their Rear-Guard to advance. 
Theſe latter joined them at Sacſabhuane, 
three Leagues and a half from the Prince 
Viracocha; who fent Deputies thither, to 
- offer them a general Pardon, if they would 
return to their Duty, and promiſe, for 
the Future, to live in Peace with the 
Tucas.

Deputies an Audience, diſmi 
without hearing their Propoſals. The next 
Day they decamped from Sacſabuana, and 
marched directly towards the Zuca's Army; 
but notwithſtanding their utmoſt Diligence, 
the Order of Battle, which they were obli- 
ged to obſerve, prevented them from com- 
ing up to him before Night. | 
The Prince Viracocha, ſeeing the Enemits 
ſo near him, difpatched new Meſſengers 
to offer them his Pardon once more ; but 
this Deputation had no better Effect than 
the former. The Chancas, who were al- 
ready encamped, and flattered themſelves 
with an approaching Victory, refuſed to 
admit the Depuries into their Preſcnce ; 


and only ordered them to be acquainted,

Viracocha put himſelf at the Head of his 
Forces, and was the firſt who charged the 
Enemy. Each Army diſcovered an equal 
Ardour. The Incas, who accompanied 


their Prince, formed a Battalion around 


him, which preſented a very formidable 
Appearance. The Chancas ſuſtained the 
Shock with a wonderful Intrepidity ; and 
the Combat laſted till Noon, whilſt Vic- 
| tory ſeemed to declare for neither Holſt. 

In the mean Time the Five Thouſand 


Men, who formed the Ambuſh, charged 


the Right Wing of their Foes ſo ſeaſon- 
ably, and with ſo much Vigour, that they 
obliged them to give Way, and retreat 


with ſome Precipitation: Notwithſtanding _

which, the Chancas, far from being inti- 


midated with this Diſgrace, exerted a great- 


er Vivacity. Their Mortification to ſee 


the Victory, with which they had flattered 


themſelves, begin to waver, rouſed them 
ſuch a Degree, that in a few Moments they 
regained the Ground they had loſt. 
The Combat being thus reſtored to its 


> former Equality, continued two Hours 


longer with great Vigour, and little Diſ- 
parity on either Side. One Circumſtance 
alone decided the Advantage: For, in the 


Heat of the Battle, all the Stones and 


T rees in the Plain were transformed into

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Men * armed for the Defence of their 


Prince. This new Succour which the Sun, 
to accompliſh his Promiſe, ſent to the Tu- 
ca Viracocha, diſconcerted the Chancas : 
They were unable to ſtand againſt ſuch ſu- 
perior Forces; their Ranks were broken, 
and all their Army thrown into Diſorder. 
They diſputed the Battle, however, for 


ſome Time, like deſperate Men, who | 


were now determined to die gloriouſly : 
But, at laſt, they all fled in Confu- 
ſion, and the Nuca remained Maſter 


of the Field, The Enemies were purſued 


in their Flight, till they acknowledged

the Prieſts, and thoſe of their Order who 


had fled, that nothing more was incumbent 


the Sun, to thank him for his Protection, 
and offer new Sacrifices to his Divinity: 
he was alſo to acquaint the Sele& Virgins, 

1 that 
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that the Sun, through the Merit of their 
Prayers, had granted Victory to the Prince. 
The third was commiſſioned to find out 
the Tuca Jabuarbuacac, and give him a 
full Relation of all that had paſſed, and 
earneſtly entreat him not to leave the Place 
of his preſent Reſidence, till the Prince's 
Return to his Majeſty. 
The Prince, having diſmiſſed the Meſ- 
ſengers, made his Army paſs before him 
in Review; after which he kept, about his 
Perſon, ſeven Thouſand Men, ſelected out 
of his beſt Troops, and then disbanded the 
reſt. As to the Curacas, he promiſed them an 
Acknowledgment, ſuitable to the Service 
they had rendered him : He then appoint- 
ed two of his Uncles his Lieutenant-Ge- 
nerals, with Orders to follow him. 
Two Days after his Victory, he marched 


thro' the Country, with his little Army, in-

The prince, with all his Court, went to 
the Temple of the Sun; and made his 
Entrance with his Feet bare, in Confor- 
mity to the Cuſtom : He there offered up 
his grateful Acknowledgments to that glo- 
rious Luminary, for the happy Succeſs with 
which he had proſ his Arms. He after- 

_ wards viſited the Selef Virgins ; and when he 
had performed all the proper Ceremonials, he 
thought it Time for him to return to the 
Yaca Tabuarbuacac, in the Paſs of Muyna, 
where he had lately left him. 8 

The Father did not vouchſaſe to his 
Son that Reception which ſeemed due to 
the Merit of his Victory; he aſſumed an 
Air of Seriouſneſs and Solemnity, that was 
far from intimating a perfect Satisfaction.

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- Whatever might be the Cauſe, their 
Converſation, in this publick Interview, was 
of a very ſhort Continuance.

Whilſt the new Palace employed the 
Skill of the Artiſts appointed -ro com- 
pleat it, the Tuca Viracocha took up his 
elidence at Cuſco.

ration, as not to permit his Father to re- 
ſign that Mark of Royalty. But though 
the King continued to wear that honour- 
able. Badge of Empire; yet the Reins of 
Government were entirely in the Prince's

As ſoon as the Palace was finiſhed, the 


Prince furniſbed his Father with every 


Thing neceſſary to the Convenience and 
Satisfaction of Life. He aſſigned him a

Uruya, en- 
couraged by theſe Favours, followed his 
Profeſſion very ſucceſsfully for ſeveral 
Years. The 71a conſulted him in all In- 
diſpoſitions, that affected either himſelt or 
his Relations; and daily loaded him with 
rich Preſents. But whether it be, that the 
greateſt Men are liable to the greateſt Diſ- 
aſters, or that Ambition made Uruya diſ- 
ſatisfied with his Fortune, he took it into 
his Head to ſurpaſs all his Fraternity. Till 
then, indeed, he had confined his. Labours, 


like them, to the Cure of — * 
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but now he imagined he ſhould diſtinguiſh 
himſelf, if he could but invent a Specifick 
for all Diſeaſes. He was a long Lime en- 
gaged in this Difcovery; and applied him- 
ſelf to ſtudy the various Conſtitutions of 
Mankind. He gained a perfect Knowledge 
of all Plants and Herbs, that were either 
ſalutary or injurious. At laſt, after a long 
and laborious Search, he grew perſuaded 
that he had found out the Preſervative he 
ſo paſſionately deſired : It was an Extract 
of feveral Drugs, which he called, The 
Vniverſal Preſervative ; of which he made 
the firſt Experiment on himſelf, and then 
recommended it to his Neighbours and 
Friends; who having uſed it with a ſeeming 
Succeſs, it obtained a general Demand : 
Every Perſon was deſirous to poſſeſs it; 
and the People contended who ſhould be- 
ſtow the greateſt Praiſes on the Phyſician 
and his Preſervative. The Fame of this 
wonderful Diſcovery, being, at laſt, com- 
municated to the Jica Llogue Yupangui , 
that Prince had Recourſe to the Remedy 
without the leaſt Heſitation, and uſed it as 
freely as his Subjects. The Court, the 
City, and the whole Empire called for 
the miraculous Specifick. It was to be redu- 
ced to Powder, and taken every Morning 
and Evening: They even mixed it with

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Chewed it the whole Day. By an Effect 
of Chance, no Diſtemper was mentioned 
in Cuſco for the Space of three Years, du- 
ring which this Madneſs prevailed.

The Mamacuna now addreſſed herſelf 
to Aillahua : Daughter, ſaid foe, this Hiſ- 
tory ought to warn you of the Danger we 
incur, when we would perform Actions 
beyond our Abilities.

I can give you a 
Number of other Hiſtories, that will con- 
vince you of your Injuſtice in oppoling my 
Deſign : But it is not neceſſary to relate 
them to you; for you are better acquaint- 
ed with them than myſelf, and I owe them 
to your Information. I will only confine 
myſelf to one Inftance, which I had from 
the Mamacuna your Predeceſſor.

The S roa v of the VaSE of TRAHAEE 
MzTALS. 


HE Provinces called Charcas, beyond 
1 the Narrow Paſs of Calla ſuyu, with re- 
ſpect to Cuſco, were formerly governed by a 
Prince of an amiable Diſpoſition, who 
feared the Gods, and whoſe only Paſſion 
was to give Happineſs to his People. All 
Perſons had Acceſs to his Preſence, and he 
liſtned to the Poor without any Impa- 
tience or Contempt; nor did he ever diſ- 
miſs the Unfortunate, without ſome Con- 
ſolation. But notwithſtanding he was fo 
. inde- 

* The Charcat adored Tygers and Serpents 
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indefatigable to accompliſh his generous 
Deſires, he perpetually met with Oppoſi- 
tions, that were in a Manner invincible. 
He was frequently diſturbed by his Neigh- 
bours, who made Inroads into his Domi- 
nions, and carried off the greateſt Part of 
his People; whom they either devoured, 
or offered in Sacrifice to their Gods. 
This good Prince would ſome times en- 
deavour to oppoſe the Fury of his Enemies, 
by Repriſals; but was generally repulſed 
with Loſs. But one of his greateſt Afflic- 
tions was an unknown Diſtemper, that, 
trom the Time he firſt aſcended the Throne, 
had attacked his own Family, and thoſe 
of the principal Lords of his Provinces. 
The Malady began with a Kind of Scurf, 
which, from the Crown of the Head, gra- | 
dually diffuſed itſelf over the whole Body: 
It corroded the Skin and Fleſh, infected 
the Bones, and ended in Death. In vain 
had the Phyſicians endeavoured to cure 
this Diſtemper; their Remedies, inſtead 
of aſſuaging, only added new Force to the 
Malignity. 
The Prince of the Charcas was fo afflic-

the wild Beaſts, or to periſh among the 
Precipices of the Mountain, as to live in 
Calamity, and fee ourſelves the Reproach 
of our Nation. 5 

The Prince of the Charcas was alarmed 


to find all his Children, who were forty- 


five in Number, reſolved on the Adven- 
ture of the Mountain; he reflected that 
they might, poſſibly, be all haſtening to 
Deſtruction. It is no Way neceſſary, ſaid 
be, for every one of you to expoſe himſelf. 
Divide yourſelves into two equal Com- 
panies; and let the one continue with 
me, whilſt the other employ their Cou- 
rage and Addreſs for the general Wel- 
fare. No, my Father, rephed the young- 
eſt, in the Name of the reſt ; as we are 
_ equally intereſted in the Cure, we intend 

7 | to 
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to ſhare the ſame Dangers, and will con- 
tend for the Glory of preſerving one an- 
other. At leaſt, interrupted the Prince of 
the Charcas, ſuffer me to prevail on you to 
draw Lots, and let one of you remain 
here to comfort my declining Age, and 
ſucceed to my Dominions when I am dead. 
The Magician now interpoſed : My Lord, 

ſaid be, "Tac would be a vain Precaution 
for the Lot perhaps might fall en him who 
is deſtined to make the Vaſe of three Metals 

his Prize. 0 | 

When the Prince ſaw that he could 
neither prevail on the Magician, nor his 
own Children ; Go then, ſaid he, and may 
the Gods accompany you with their Pro- 
tection. I have only one Thing to re- 
commend to your Obſervance : Let each 
of you be as ſollicitous to defend his Bro- 

thers, as he would be to ſave himſelf. 
The Princes, after this, made the g 
ceſſary Preparations for their Expeditivat 
And when they had compleated them, they 
all departed in a Body ; every one being 
armed in the Manner he imagined moſt _ 
advantageous. 8 
It required a Journey of Six Days to 
arrive at the Mountain Utumcuna. The 
laſt Day of their March they began to ſee 
Troops of Lions and Tygers, of a mon- 
ſtrous Size, bounding along the Country: 
| But 
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But that had not ſufficient 
Terrors to make them proceed no farther, 
and they continued their Pr with an 
heroick Bravery of Soul ; at the ſame 
Time ſuſtaining ſeveral Affaults, and leav- 
ing many of the furious Animals dead on 
- Earth. But as thoſe Enemies increaſ- 
upon them, the farther they advanced, 
2 eEldeſt Prince, who beheld twelve of 
his Brothers wounded, propoſed to them to 
return. If our Approaches to the Moun- 
tain, ſaid he, are ſo dangerous, what may 
we not expect from the Mountain itſelf ? 
And if we find it ſo difficult in the Plain, 
to preſerve ourſelves from being devour- 
ed, what Defence will be left us in thoſe 
Aſcents, where, inſtead of fufficient 
Liberty for our neceſſary Motions, we 
muſt employ our utmoſt Skill to walk ftea- 
Cily ? Beſides, what Probability have we 
of gaining the Summit of this Mountain, 
and | climbing up Declivities that ſeem ſo 
impaſſible, as thoſe before us? And who 
can be certain that, though we ſhould be 
fo fortunate as to ſurmount all theſe Obſta- 
cles, we ſhall, at laſt, find what we are 
now ſearching for? What Aſſurance have 
we of Succeſs? Why, truly, the Word of 
a Magician, as great a Barbarian, per- 
| haps, as he whoſe Vengeance we all ſuf- 
fer; and who doubtleſs would willingly de- 
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ſtroy us in this Place. Had he that Bene- 
volence for us, which he pretended, ought 
he not, himfelf, to have endeavoured to 
procure the Vaſe of three Metals? But if 
this was an Enterpriſe impoſlible for even 
a Magician to perform, how can we flat- 
ter ourſelves with any Succeſs ? 
All the Princes, except the Youngeſt, 
approved of this Diſcourſe. For my Part, 
ſaid this latter, nothing ſhall make me 
conſent to ſo diſhonourable an Action: I 
neither fear the Rage of Lions and Ty- 
gres, nor the difficult Aſcent of theſe 
Rocks; and will ſooner die than return: 
And tho* you all fhould forſake me, I 
ſhall not ceaſe to try my Fortune. And 
ſhould I not ſucceed in my Attempt, I 
ſhall have this Conſolation in Death, that 
I have done the moit for my King, my 
Family, and my Country. 
The Princes were extremely mortified 
at a Contradiction, that ſo reproached 
their own Timidity. The Youngeſt, /aid 
they, affects to be the wiſeſt among us; 
and is ambitious of the Glory of being the 
laſt in returning. Let us leave him then 
to himſelf : When once he is alone, he 
will learn, by Experience, that a parti- 
cular Folly is not to be ſet in Competition 
with the general Prudence. Upon this, 
they began their March ; leaving the 
: ; Moun- 
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Mountain behind them, and returning by 
the Way they came. 
In the mean Time, Aude, for that 
_ . was the young Prince's Name, aſcended 
e Mountain with a — and with 
His Lance, overthrew, in the Duſt, the firſt 
Lion who came in his Way ; and being 
immediately aſſaulted by another, he mor- 
tally wounded him with the ſame Weapon. 
But the Lion, being rolled by. his own 
Weight, to the Bottom of the Mountain, 
dragged with him the Lance of the young 
Hero; who, as he was preparing to re- 
cover it, ſaw two Tygres ſpringing to- 
wards him in all the Fury of Hunger. 
His Deſtruction had now been inevitable, 
had he not reſorted to other Arms, with 
which he had the Precaution to furniſh 
himſelf. He took a Trumpet, that hung 
by his Side, and ſounded 1t with all his 
+» Might, and ſo terrible was the Blaſt, 
that both the Tygres immediately fled. 
The Prince was fo animated by this hap- 
Experiment, that he had now no 
ination to draw his Lance out of the 
Lion's Body, but thought his Trumpet a 
more infallible Weapon. The Event was 
anſwerable to his Expectation, for as often 
as he ſaw any wild Beaſt approaching, he 
blew the Trumpet with his former Succeſs, 
| and 
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and put all the Lions and Tygres 
Flight. 

y this Stratagem, the indefatigable 
Prince arrived ar the Middle of the Moun- 
' tain, where he met with new Difficulties, 
for which he was, however, prepared. But 
before he attempted to aſcend higher, he. 
repoſed himſelf, and eat a little Maize, 
and ſome Roots which he had brought with 
him ; and having, by theſe Refreſhments, 
regained his Vigour, be began to purſue 
his Progreſs. Some times he was obliged 
to climb from one Rock to another, and 

leap over wide Clefts that opened a dread- 
ful Abyſs before him ; beſides which, the 
Stones frequently rolled from under his Feet 
and Hands, and, in their Fall, made ſuch 
an aſtoniſhing Noiſe, that it ſeemed as if 
all the Mountain were tumbling into Ruins. 
But the Prince, no Way diſcouraged with 
theſe Terrors, hung ſome times by, his 
Hands, whilſt his Eyes were in ſearch of 
another Place, where he might faſten him- 
ſelf with more Security.

He made ſeveral 
Efforts to diſengage it; but how great 
was his Aſtoniſhment ! when he beheld the 
Tree, in Proportion as he redoubled his 
Strength, changing into a young Lady of 
comparable Beaury, and with whoſe Fea- 
tures he was well acquainted, He was ſo 
ſtruck with Admiration at the Sight, that 
he had no Power to ſpeak ; but the La- 
dy, who obſerved the into 
which this Event had thrown him, 
the Diſcourſe, and *— herſelf in 
this Manner. _ 
Apuguepa, my deareſt Couſin! ma 
Lr for ever crown you with its Ble. 
lings ! you have reſtored me to my Liber- 
ty, for which may our Gods condeſcend 
to reward you. The Magician Rurac, 
not being able to obtain me in Marriage, 
carried me away by Force, one Day as I 
was enjoying the cool Air in the Gardens 
of the Prince your Father, and my Uncle. 
He conveyed me to his Habitation, where 
T was ſhut up in a Chamber nine Days; 
on each of which he viſited me twice to 
_ enter» 
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entertain me with his Paſſion, and entreat 
me to accept of him for my Spouſe: I 
rejected his Suit with Diſdain, and loaded 
him with Reproaches. The ninth Day he 
aſſumed another Tone; If you will not, 
ſaid he, very fiercely, this very Day con- 
ſent to offer me your Hand, I ſhall treat 
you in a different Manner from what I have 
yet done: But as I anſwered him only by . 
my Tears, I have puniſhed your Father, 
continued be, for oppoſing my Demand, 
and all thoſe, whoſe Counſels have been 
any Impediment to my Marriage, are Sha- 
rers of the ſame Chaſtiſement, it only now 
remains, that I avenge myſelf on your Dil- 
dain; if you do not immediately preſent 
me with your Hand, as a Teſtimony of 
your Compliance with my Deſires, you 
ſhall feel the Effects of my Indignation. 
Act whatever you are capable of perform- + * 
ing, replied J; Death will be a thouſand 
Times more ſupportable to me, than the 
Sight of an unjuft Raviſher. 


The Magician, mortified at this new + N 


Reproach, cried out, Tis now too much, 
and I will be amply avenged. Upon which 

he immediately opened a Calebaſh, which 
he held in his Hand, and 1 ſaw it filled 
with a Liquor as green as the Verdure of 
the Spring : He then ſprinkled ſome Drops 
of it on my Head, and a chilling Coldneſs 
I inſtantly 


\ 
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inſtantly froze the Blood in my Veins, my 


Feet became extended, like the Root of a 
Plant, and my Arms and Head ſhot out 
into Branches covered with Leaves. In 
vain I endeavoured to diſtinguiſh my Body, 
I could only diſcover the Trunk of a Tree. 
In ſuch a State did the Magician place me 


on this Mountain, and at my Feet fixed 


the Veſſel you hold in your Hands; and, 
after he had uttered ſome Words which 
were not underſtood by me, he retired, 
and I have never ſeen him ſince. 

Apuquepa being now freed from his Per- 

lexities, by this Diſcourſe, Princeſs, /aid

which he aſcended ; but was ſtrangely ſur- 
priſed to ſee the Proſpect entirely changed. 
Great Gods, cried he, what do I _—

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\ I ſee an eaſy and gentle Deſcent, in the 
very Place that, a Moment before, pre- 
ſented frightful Rocks and Precipices to 
my View: And then addreſſing himſelf to 
the Princeſs, Let us improve, ſaid be, the 
Favour offered by the Gods. You have 
expreſſed my Thought, replied the Prin- 
| ceſs, and I was going to tell you, that we 
had a very agreeable Way to walk down; 
and, if you did not diſcover it when you 
aſcended, *tis probable that the Enchant- 
ment ſubſiſted to the Moment you ſeized

The Prince and Princeſs proceeded, 
without the leaſt Danger, to the Middle 
of the Mountain, and from thence to the 
Plain. Fpuquepa had Recourſe to his Trum- =# 
pet, to drive away all the wild Beaſts they -- 
met: And thus his Fortitude and Courage 
preſerved him from ſuch Dangers, as any 
other Mortal had certainly ſunk under. 
The reſt of this Hiſtory, /aid Acllabua, 
is not material to our Purpoſe ; and what I 
have related is ſufficient to prove, that the 
greateſt Perils ſhould never diſcourage us, 
when we would avoid greater Calamities. 
I ſhall only add, That it Prince Apuque- 
| pa made no Scruple to expoſe his Life,

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fibly, have found nothing reproachable in 


any Part of his Conduct. 

This Prince had never been married; 
and, tho' he was perpetually ſollicited to 
turn his Thoughts to an Heir, he obſtt- 
nately refuſed to gratify the Prayers of his 
People: And ſo fond was he of Solitude, 


that, whenever he had diſpatched the pub- 


lick Affairs, he withdrew alone to a 
Cavern, that ſerved him inſtead of a Pa- 


Jace. If, at any Time, he happened to 


quit this Retreat, which was but ſeldom, he 
then ſecluded himſelf, as much as poſſible, 
trom his Courtiers, that he might enjoy 
his own Meditations in private; and when 
he found himſelf obliged to admit any 
Company into his Preſence, ſuch Dejection 


intimated a ſettled Melancholy in his Mind. 
The Elders of the People, who were his 


Officers and Courtiers, were conſtantly 


ſaying to each other, What ſtrange Sad- 


neſs is it, that thus affects our Sovereign? 


He is reſpected by his Neighbours ;- he is 


the Darling of his People; all his Words 


are regarded as Oracles; we endeavour to 


divert him by all imaginable Amuſements; 
the lovelieſt Virgins in the Kingdom are 
preſented to his Embraces: And yet his 
Senſes are ſo prepoſſeſſed, that he is indif- 
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ferent to all Things, and his Melancholy 
ſeems to be altogether inconſolable. 
Tho' Prince Himan had frequent Intima- 
tions of theſe Complaints, yet he entirely 
diſregarded them, and continually reſigned 
himiclt to the moſt penſive Impreſſions. At 
laſt, the principal Officers of his Court 
grew weary of expoſtulating to no Purpoſe. 
They afſembled together, and ordered the 


brit Miniſter to enquire of the Prince, the 


Cauſe of his Melancholy, and exhort him 
to take a Conſort to his Bed, as ſoon as 
poſſible. There were ſome in this Aſſem- 
bly, who even hinted, in their Diſcourſes, 
That how great ſbever their Misfortune 
might be, to loſe ſo accompliſhed a Prince, 
they were determined to acknowledge him 
no longer for their Sovereign, if he refuſed 


to be conformable to their Deſires. 
Mora-Conay (for that was the Name of 


the firſt Miniſter) had a ſincere Affection 


for his Maſter, and trembled for him, 


when he heard them talk of dethroning 


him. However, without diſcloſing any 
Emotion, he replied, That he would wil- 
lingly charge himſelf with their Commil- 
ſion, and hoped the Event would be fuc- 


ceſsful. Upon which, he immediately went

Company a few Days longer, I left them, 
and began to purſue my Progreſs. 
After I had travelled for the Space of 
ten Days, I met with Ways very difficult 
to be paſſed, The Earth was = and 
parched, no Tree or Herb appeared, nor 
was any Food to be found in that ghaſtly

Theſe 
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' Theſe Laws were proclaimed, and re- 
ceived as Commands ſent from the Gods;

Every Thing which the Gods or- 
dained to be tranſacted in this Iſland, by my 
Miniſtration, is now compleated; the de- 
teſtable Prince, who polluted the Land 
with his Crimes, and detained you in the 
ſevereſt Captivity, is now no more; and 
the wretched Accomplices of his Abomi- 
nations have been compelled to abandon 
the Country, and wander in ſtrange Lands; 
you have ſucceeded in their Room, as more 
_ worthy to inhabit the Iſland of the Cara- 
villis, and are now entered on their Poſ- 
ſeſſions. z your Punctuality in conforming 
to the Laws preſcribed you, has exceeded 
my Expectations; and I beg the Gods to 
continue you in the happy State wherein 
I now behold you: May they grant, that 
you may long be the Conſolation and Joy 
of your Children; may they ſhower down 
all imaginable Proſperity on your Heads, 
and avert from you every Calamity that 
would afflift you. 
When I had finiſhed this Diſcourſe, I 
prepared for my Departure, whilſt all che 
People wept, and knew not how to make 
me ſufficiently ſenſible of their Sorrow : 
| Men, Women and Children attended me to

"The Prince of Titicaca was bound to a 
Tree, and the King, with the Elders of 
the Country, armed with ſharp Knives of

He ſent a Defiance to his Enemies, and 
accompanied it with inſulting Language 
but the Inhabitants of Titicaca, exaſperat 
at this contemptuous Treatment, would 
have put the Deputies to Death, had not 
their Prince thought it improper to indulge 
them in their Intentions.

It was not long before they ſaw the King
